A Q uiet 
D ay at th# Fark — Im prnvi*«d 
W aterw ork s. 
Chickamauga National Park, May 28. 
—Sunday was a quiet day at Camp 
Thomas. 
The Second Nebraska regi­ 
ment arrived and were assigned to the 
campgrounds selected for the first di­ 
vision of the Third cot pa. 
Only two 
battalions arrived yesterday. 
The sec­ 
ond battalion of the Second Nebraska, 
which had become scperated from the 
regiment at St. Louis, came in over the 
Cincinnati Southern. 
The belated bat­ 
talion was commanded by Major W. O. 
Mace, 
The First batalliou of the One Hundred 
aud Fifty-seventh Indiana infantry ar­ 
rived in Chattanooga yesterday, accom­ 
panied by the regimental baud of 24 
piece*. 
The batallioa spent the day on 
Lookout mountain and roached the park 
last evening sleeping nuder the stars on 


Lytle hill during the night. 
As a re­ 
sult of the few arrivals the railroad 
yards which have been enormously con­ 
gested with loaded aud empty car* for 
nearly a week were given an oppor­ 
tunity to cleur off the tracks and sidings 
to make room for the troops that begun 
to arrive this morning. 
Twenty-five car* of provisions arrived 
vest, day and were stored in the large 
warehouses now completed on the park 
ground# near the depot of the railroad 
company. 
Fifty-one of the latest and 
most im unwed ambulances, built with a 
special view to adaptibility in a hot 
climate, arrived from South Bend, Ind., 
and will be distributed to the first 
corps.

It has been definitely decided to erect 
improvised waterworks, .aud a contract 
hasbeen let aud all t'H material or­ 
dered, the first consignment of pipe ar­ 
riving yesterday. 
There i* no scarcity

and the piping of water from the creek 
aud Crawfish springs is a precautionary 
measure. 
The Fourth Ohio regiment, under 
Colonel Cmt, ha# been assigned to pro­ 
vost guard duty in Chattanooga, by 
order of General Brooke, made neces­ 
sary by the disorderly conduct of ninny 
of the young soldiers who liave been 
guilty of many lapses of discipline, in a 
number of cases to violence and insult­ 
ing ladies in the street 
Colonel Coit 
began hi# duties today. 
General E. B. Williston from the 
United State* Third artillery, who has 
been assigned to the artillery brigade 
here, has arrival and reported to Gen­ 
eral Brooke. 
General W illiston states 
that he found his brigade about com­ 
plete aud equipped with the very im­ 
portant exception that they have neither 
fieldguns, horses nor ammunition.

part of these equipments have arrived 
and General Williston hopes to get all 
nceiled supplies by the middle of the 
week.

EDWARD BELLAMY. 


A uthor o f “ L ook in g Backword#" E xpire# 
at C h lrop f* F oil#. 
Springfield, Ma## , May 23 —Edward 
Bellamy, author and 
hum anitarian, 
died yesterday at bis home in Chicopee 
Falls, in the forty-ninth year of his age. 
Mr. Bellamy has been in feeble health 
ever since he finished his “ Equality" 
some eight months ago. 
Indeed, long 
before it was completed he had the most 
significant 
warnii 
that his vital 
energies were being undermined, 
al­ 
though it was not till August that his 
physicians definitely told him that one 
of his lungs was effected. 
At the earn­ 
est solicitation of his physicians and 
family he resolved to try the effect of 
the Colorado climate, and early in Sep­ 
tember last removed with his family to 
Denver, where he was welcomed by a 
host of friends. 
He received, however, 
little or no benefit from the change and 
since January has been rapidly failing. 
When he recognized that recovery was 
impossible he became very anxious to 
get bal k to his old family homestead at 
Chicopee Falls, Mass., where he was 
bora and where had lived his entire 
life.

Key West, May 23.—There were only- 
one or two ships in the harbor yester­ 
day and they were coaling w ith all 
haste to get away to join their follows 
in action, which all are convinced is 
only a m atter of days, perhaps hours. 
Speculation is still concentrated on the 
whereabouts of Admiral G enera’# squad­ 
ron, the general opinion favoring some 
point on the southern coast. 
As both 
sides of the island are now patrolled by 
United States warships, the naval au­ 
thorities will not admit the possibility 
of Cervera’# escape without the most 
desperate conflict in the history of naval 
warfare. 
Reports 
from 
Admiral 
Sampson's 
squadron say that all is quiet off the 
northern coast of Cuba. 
Nothing from 
Commodore Schley is expected before 
tomorrow. 
A rumor has reached here 
that four American warships, while 
bombarding Santiago de Cuba, had been 
driveu off by the Spanish fleet, but the 
story is generally discredited. 
Senor Ernesto Castro, a well knowu 
lawyer, and president of the revolution­ 
ary junta of Cardenas, arrived 
here 
yesterday on the United States gunboat 
Annapolis. 
During the 
recent bom­ 
bardment at Cardeuas Senor Castro 
was in the bay in a small bout, trying 
to reach the American vessels and get 
transportation to the United Suites on 
an im portant mission. 
He was com­ 
pelled to return to the shore, where he 
saw aud heard of the results of the 
bombardment. 
The Spanish gunboats that lured the 
United States torpedoboat Winslow in­ 
to the death trap were the Antonio Lo­ 
pez, Lealtad, aud Ligera. 
Duriug the 
fight the two former retreated behind 
the wharves aud the Ligera behind the 
Key. 
It was the Antonio Lopez that 
opened fire on the Winslow and de* 
coyed her into the channel. 
The Span­ 
ish troop# formed ou the public square, 
not daring to go to the wharves; ail of 
the Spanish flags were lowered, as they 
furnished targets, aud tho families all 
fled to Jovellauos. 
Senor Castro says an American shell 
exploded in the very entrance to tho 
Spanish casino, shattering the building 
and setting it on fire. 
The Casino, 
which had been used as a military head­ 
quarter# and infantry barracks, aud 
which was the largest structure in the 
town, was utterly destroyed. 
Other 
buildings were wrecked. 
Some of the 
shots went so far as the Trieute sugar 
plantation, two miles in the interior. 
The Spanish loss of life, Senor Castro 
believes to have been very heavy. 
It 
was so reported. 
After the bombard­ 
ment ceased the military commander 
pressed all able bodied men into the 
work of carrying sand to build new bat­ 
teries, and the next day 1,200 men were 
brought from Matanzas aud Havana to 
continue the work. 
Senor Castro, after passing four days 
on the Piedras Key, signaled the United 
States gunboat Wilmington aud was 
taken off. 
He says famine prevails 
everywhere in Cuba. 
In Cardenas rice 
is 25 cents a pound, condensed milk 
sells at #1.50 per can and horseflesh 
brings To cents a pouud. 
There is no 
beef or bread. 
The insurgents are in dire distress. 
Formerly provisions 
were smuggled 
from the cities, but that relief is now 
impossible since the cities themselves 
are starving. The insurgents are try­ 
ing to sub>ist on peppery wood aud 
palm buds. 
Seuor Castro tasted meat 
today for the first time in five weeks.

It 
suggest# that the cruiser# Vizcaya and 
Infanta Maria Teresa risked a disad­ 
vantage in being reported there in con­ 
sideration of their ability to send dis­ 
patches to General Blanco and then to 
have rejoined the flagship at a prear­ 
ranged rendezvous aud to have arrived 
at Santiago on the 10th.

The Time# says: 
“ Even if it took a 
longer route to escape observation, Ad­ 
miral Cervera'# force ha# been exce#- 


j sively deliberate in it# movement# and 
I his fa*t cruiser# have not yet shown 
great speed. 
His atrategy, so much 
boasted at Madrid, is not yet apparent. 
Possibly his movements are hampered 
by the torpedoboat#, but the extreme 
slowness of Ids ocean steaming destroyed 
his chance of dealing an effective blow 
at Key West, at Tampa or against the 
blockading force denuded of its most ef­ 
ficient vessels by Admiral Sampson’s 
abortive raid on San Juau de Per to Rico. 
The high speed of the Spanish cruiser 
squadron so far has not been turned to 
any account, aud although its arrival at 
Santiago de Caba may have some moral 
value in assuring the Cuban garrison# 
that they are not abandoned, no naval 
obj«‘ct seems to hare been attained. The 
United Staf 
gommauders now know 
where the enemy .» . ad have had time 
to concentrate superior forces and to 
cover their vulnerable points.” 
Discussing the problem of a blockade 
of Admiral Cervera at Santiago de Cuba 
or an attem pt to force him to give bat­ 
tle, Tile Times article says: 
“The United States commanders pos­ 
sess ample forces, but night aud the 
speed of the Spanish cruisers will give 
them chances to escape. The result will 
be watched with much interest. 
The 
defences at Sa ut Lago are probably no 
more effective than those of Manila."

CAPDEPON. 
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He Talks of the New Ministry and 
D eterm in ation . 
Madrid. May 23.—Senor Oapdepon, 
minister of the interior, lias denied, iu 
the course of au interview, that the 
change in the constitution of the minis­ 
try would involve any alteration in the 
foreign policy of Spain, all of the new 
ministers being in favor of prosecuting 
the war to the end with tho utmost en- 
orgy. 
“ Spain," said Senor Capdepou, “ went 
perilously near sacrificing her honor in 
the interest of peace, only making a 
stand when further concessions would 
have involved her disgrace aud efface­ 
ment as a nation. 
This she will never 
do, and in this the new cabinet is as 
thoroughly determined as the old. 
.•The new cabinet entertains no illu­ 
sions. 
It is aware that weakness and 
poverty are opposed to strength and 
wealth, but Spain is in the position of a 
dnellcst bound to defend 
his honor 
against the gross insults of a more 
powerful antagonist, who, although he 
is convinced t hat the result is almost 
certain death, yet feels the force of the 
principle bf noblesse oblige.

something that a man can pin his faith 
to, if he can have faith in any wood, 
while the backing or blade is, like 
many modern wooden masts, built up. 
It would be difficult if not impossible 
to find trees that would yield planks 
big enough for the purpose in a single 
piece, and the built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, can easily be 
made of ample strength to withstand 
any strain that will be brought upon it. 
As to the stalk, stout and solid as the 
oak may be, the head may be twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
a wave upon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of loug use, the Lead 
may split, aud so make the stalk use­ 
less. Then the rudder is taken out aud 
fitted with a new stalk. A suitable stick 
is selected aud worked down to the 
proper size aud form, aud very probably 
the old backing is attached to it. 
The 
life of a rudder stalk would probably 
be 12 to 14 years. 
Tim backing might 
last as long as the ship.—New York 
Sun.

to stand tho strain, carefully selected, 
sound, well seasoned oak, w hile the 
backing is made of spruce or bard pine. 
The stalk is of a siuglo, solid, massive 
piece, stout as an oak tree and indeed 
of the 
dim ensions of a sm all 
oak, 
something that a man can pin his faith 
to, if ho can have faith iu auy wood, 
w hile the backing or blade is, like 
many modern wooden masts, built up, 
It would bo difficult if not impossible 
to find trees thut would yield planks 
big euough for the purpose in a siuglo 
piece, aud the built up backing, m ade 
of pieces of selected wood, can easily be 
made of am ple strength to w ithstand 
uuy strain that w ill be brought upon it. 
As to the stalk, stout and solid as the 
oak may be, the head may be tw isted 
by the force of a trem endous blow from 
a wave upon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of long use, the head 
m ay split, aud so make the stalk use­ 
less. Theu the rudder is taken out aud 
fitted w ith a new stalk. A suitable stick 
is selected aud worked down to the 
proper siite and form, and very probably 
the old backing is attached to it. 
The 
life of a rudder stalk would probably 
be 12 to 14 years.
